STAMPING OUT HONGKONG'S 
ARMS IVIL. 


Diseussing the crime evil in his 
native land, un eminent English 
judge recently observed that he felt 
it was true the great deterrent was 
not the punishment itselfi—to many 
criminals it wag the sense of shame, 
He believed that the publicity of the 
dock was the serious punishment. 
This view may. hold good for the 


Homoland where apart from” the 
hardened minority most people still 
fave a wholesome horror for the 
felon’s stand, but it certainly does 
not hald good for Hongkong where 
fawbreakers are usually much more 
concerned with their possible fate 
than with their damaged honour. 
Morcover the’ Colony’s crime pro- 
blot has special local aspects which 
go not obtain in the Homeland. 
- Here we are only eighty milea from 
one of China's very biggest storm 
centces. .Here we have thousands 
of people passing and repassing 
. between the. island and the 
‘turbulent mainland. Nor is this all. 
Ships are arriving every day from 
ports where arms can easily be 
amaggled aboard. What simpler 
than for a sailor to slip o revolver 
into his pocket’ and bring it ashore? 
" Ctearly the problem focing our’ 
police is thorny indoed. . Wholesale 
svorehing they cannot attempt, for 
the task is boyond hyman capacity.

ago, the China Mail drew, the moral 
from the Colony’s history, Crime 
has ever been one of the toughest 
problems here, Over fifty years ago 
it was very ucute—so acute, indeed, 
thut the police found it necessary to 
introduce a systen: of branding and 
deporting criminals, flogging thein 
if they xeturned. This drastic 
system evidently proved very effec- 
tive, for the Colony was able to 
nbolish it five yenrs later. Lese 
thin twelve months, however, once 
more found crimexvery grave, ond 
the system was again introduced. 
Thie-time. it lasted—four years... It 
might have lasted longer but for the 
changes made by a new governor 
who stopped public flogging and 
branding, restticted the deportation 
of criminals, and advocated the 
lenient treatment of first offenders. 
What was the reault? Twelve 
months later crime, was worse than 
ever. “Not only had it become 
necessary to resume the ‘system of 
d-porting criminals, but it had also 
beome necedsary to have two thitds 
of the police force always on night 
duty. That was in 1879. - Three 
years later the Lepislative Conncil 
empowered the Governor in Céuncil 
fo banish aliens~for five years. 
Since then almost every year ~has 
seen ‘further legislation ‘introduced

WUCHOW GENERAL 
. SEIZED. 


SUN YAT-SEN FORCES TAKE CITY. 


WUCHOW, Wednesday. 

Wuchow has now been occupied 
by the Sun Yat-sen forces. The 
city fell into their hands some 
little time ago but they did not 
then take possession, remaining 
encamped outside. The Kwangsi 
general, Fung Bo Chay, was left in 
contro! of the city with: 1,000 men, 
On Tuesday night Fung was in- 
vited to have dinner with the 
Kwangtung General on the pat 
(official houseboat.) About 3 am. 
on Wednesday, while dinner was 
still in progress, Fung was sudden 
ly seized. He was taken aboard a 
Northern cruiser in ‘Sun Yat-sen's 
pay and was conveyed .to Canton. 

The troops in Wuchow were 
rushed and disarmed. Over 1,000 
stands of arms and two ficld guns 
are said to have been taken, 
togethor with all the ammunition 
in the city. This is a direct breach 
of the treaty made when the city 
was first taken, for it was then 
agreed that the city should be Ieft 
in Kwangsi hands. Popular fecling 
in Wuchow is ruaning very high 
and trouble is feared.

of the Amoy dock, ‘Abaut a week 
after hig arrival in Amoy he called 
on the British Consul to pay his 
respects and to have himself re- 
gistered, The Consul said to him: 
‘Tf you have anything -to do with 
the mint it will be my painful duty 
to hand you aver for arrest,’’ ex- 
plaining that the defendant had no 
right to coin money. Witness 
thanked the Consul for his Kind 
adviee and-told him he would go 
hack and report, the conversation. to 
the defendant. — The Conyul then 
sud: ‘Uf he will call on ine this 
afternoon I.will tell, him, what I 
have tald you—and more.’’ When 
witness told the defendant what the 
Consul had said Iho asked ‘What 
the devil has he got to do with it?” 
Witners then asked whet he was 
to do since the dock had not been 
handed ovor and he was not allowed 
to work in tho mint. Lo told him 
he could ‘sit in the affice and pase 
the time away" until the dock had 
been handed over, About July 3 or 
4 witness asked for hi Kalary 
and defendant said he was going to 
Hongkong in two or three days" 
time and wonld pay it to, plaintiff's 
wife.

SWATOW TRADE. 
REVENUE SHOWS INCREASE. 


DESPITE STRIKE AND TYPHOON. 


Reviewing trade_ conditions 
during 1922, the Commissioncr 
of Customs (Mr. R. Ay Currie) 
writes 3-- 

The year was marked by two 
cafariitics which ‘very seriously 
affected the trade of the port, 
nanely, the scamen’s stric anda 
disastrous typhoon, which account 
for the decreuse of over 8 million 
—taels in the net value of the trade 

of the port during the year. The 
* seamen’s strike began on the 2ist 

January and ended on the 8th 

March, during which period busi- 

ness was paralysed, as the only 

steamers whith ran regularly were 
twosmall Japanese vessels manned 
by Japanese (Formosan) crews, 
which carried little or no_ cargo. 

21 steamers, manned by Chinese 

crews, which entered the port dur- 

ing the strike, were not allowed to 

Jeave till after the 8th March, their 

crews being taken ashore by the 

authorities. a , 

The typhoon which occurre 
on -the eight of 2nd-3rd August 
was probably the worst 
that has ever struck one 

-of the treaty ports, being accom- 

‘panied by a tidal wave which 

swept through the town and over 

the surrounding country, destroy~ 
ing houses,-dikes, and crops. It 
was a'comparatively small typhoon 
as regards area, not more than 
about 40 miles in di» icter, but its 
intensity was terrif . It began 
about 8ip.m.on the 2nd August 
with heavy north-cast squalls, and 

the dead centre passed about 1,30 

ant on the 3rd August, when the 

barometer fel! to the almost tun- 

precedentedly low reading of 27.53 

inches, 

three independent observers. No 
complete barograph records were 
obtained, as the barograph charts 
do not go hclow 28 inches, The 
ull in the dead centre lasted for 
about an hour, and the most violent 
sgualls came from the’ south- 
westabout 3 am. after the 
centre ' had passed and 
the barometer had begun : to 
rise. After 4:30 a.m, the fury of 
the squalls abated gradually. The 
tidal wave swept over the Bund 
about IL15 p.m, and the water bee 
gan to recede about, 2.30 am.,, 
after the centre had passed. Cal. 
culating from the watermarks on 
the Customs buildings, the water 
rose to a height of about 9 fect 
above high water ordinary spring 
tides. About 3,000 people were kill- 
ed in Swatowy by drowning or 
houses falling on them, while the 
death-roll in the low-lying country 
districts was enormous and _ is. 
estimated at over 50,000. The 

British steamers “Shantung” and 

“Tungshing,” which -had gone 

down to the typhoon anchorage 

below the harbour, were driven 
ashore in Muddy Bay, and ‘the 

Chinese steamer “Huaming,” 

which was anchored above the 

harbour, was driven ashore behind 

Flower Island, above the 

Tathaopou Creek. All three 

steamers were successfully refloat- 

ed before the end of the year. The 
cargo stored in the foreign and 
natlve godowns was almost all 
swept away or damaged, and many 
godowns were totally destroyed. 

About 40 per cent. of ‘the sugar 

plantations were. destroyed, and 

the orange groves were decimated. 

The damage donc by the typhoon 

to the harvests of rice, sweet pota- 

toes, etc, was not confined to the 

destruction of the crops in the 

ground at the time, for the salt left 

in the sojl in tke districts inundated 

by the tidal wave prevented the 

later plantings from thriving.

Dear Mr, Editor—There has been 
much talk in town regarding the 
sad shooting uffair of the Chinese 
detective, which occurred last 
Tuésday ‘morning, tud © wonder 
when svill the Police dress their 
Chinese’ detectives up differently, 


instead of dressing themall almost 
alike. : 


An ordinary Chinese ‘in the 
street can easily tell a detective, 
not by his ways, but by his clothes. 
We usually see them in black 
clothes and trousers, with probably 
a sunhat or a panama hat. Why 
can't some of them be dressed up 
in European clothes now and then? 

As one who knocks about town 
a good deal and understands the 
dialect, [have often heard, some~ 
times in the streets and sometimes 
on tramcats, some Chinese saying 
“He is a chap-chai” (detective). 

If the detectives are expected to 
do useful work, they must not be 
so easily distinguished. In fact I 
am beginning to wonder if the 
Chinese are getting to recognise 
some of .the European detectives, 
who go about with sporting shirts 
and shorts, as they are often seen 
talking to their comrades in 
uniform. I hope the Authority will 
not lose any time to have more 
secrecy in the system.
